Examples: (bomber - plumber) or before "t". Examples: (debt — doubt — subtle). 


* Silent (k): The (k) is usually silent when it is initial (the first letter in the word) and 
followed by (n). Examples: (knack — knave — knead — knee — kneel — knell — knelt — knew — 
knife — knight — knit —knob —knock — knoll — knot —know — knowledge — knuckle). 

* Silent (4): The (1) is usually silent if the word ends in: (ould) Examples: (could — 
shoukd — woukl); and in: (atf). Examples: (behalf — calf — half; and in: (atk) or (otk) 
Examples: (batk — chak -stk — telk — wak -fotk — volk); and in: (dm). Examples: (atmond
